During the present summer the average 
consumption hag been reduced at nan 
25 per cent. The hard times have made 
people more economical in its use, so far 
as the family table is concerned, and the 
widespread failure of the fruit crop has 
made a light demand for preserving. At 
the same time the agitation of the tariff 
question has led to overstocking on the 
part of the great wholesale houses. The 
result is an enormous aggregation of 
stocks with no corresponding improve- 
ment in the demand. 
A year ago conditions were almost ex- 


actly the reverse. The refineries were 
closed for a long period, and the whole- 
salers carried light stocks on account of 
the tight money market. Fruit of all 
kinds was cheap, and the demand for 
preserving was sharp. The result was 
that stocks were reduced to the lowest 
limit, and for a time there was a sugar 
famine. It is to this period the Demo- 
cratic organs point to-day in making a 
comparison of prices with the present 
year. 
The Democratic press will attempt to 


make capital by forcing a temporary re- 
duction in the price of sugar. In fact 
an ingenious use of paragraphs in the 
newspapers of that party has led up to 
the denouement in such a way that the 
suspicion maintains that it was antici- 
pated and that the fruit was really 
picked before it was ripe.

Penaacola—The Wind Blowing 


OS Shore Spares Shipping. 


PKKSACOI.A, Fla., Oct. 8.—The tropi- 


cal hurricane that has been central in priceB. 
the gulf for several days, struck this 
city Sunday night. The wind blew 
from the northeast and was accom- 
panied by rain. The hurricane in- 
creased in fury as morning approached 
and all day yesterday it raged with 
terrible 
fury. 
Palling- signs and 


roofs made it dangerous to. pedes- 
trians on the streets and business 
was practically suspended. The aver- 
age velocity of the wind from 7 a. m. 
to 7 p. m., Monday, was forty-eight 
miles. Between 2 and 8 p m. it blew 
steadily at the rate of sixty-eight miles 
an hour, and several times between 11 
a. m. and 4 p. m. it reached a velocity 
of eighty-five %miles 


At 3 p. m., October 8, the barometer 


fell to 29.8, the lowest ever recorded at 
this station, being .19 lower than dur- 
ing the great storm of last October. 
The center of the hurricane was not 
a great distance southeast of this city, 
but everv telegraph wire leading from 
the city went down before 11 a. m. 
Monday, and nothing could be heard 
from other points. Owing to the wind 
blowing from off shore and the warn- 
ing given by the weather bureau, the 
damage to shipping was small. 


The tide rose over the quarantine 


station and damaged the crib. The 
tide was so high that it broke clear 
over Santa H»sa island, and the life- 
saving crew were in water up to their 
waists.
